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announced 


NEWMARKET is set to 
be taken out of West 
Suffolk and dropped 
into a new constit¬ 
uency alongside Ely as 
part of a huge shake- 
up of Parliamentary 
seats. 

The new constituency 
of Newmarket and Ely 
would incorporate four 
Forest Heath wards in 
addition to the whole of 
the district of East 
Cambridgeshire. 

All Saints, Exning, St Mary’s 
and Severals would all be 
transferred into the new 
constituency, leaving the 
remaining 10 Forest Heath 
wards in West Suffolk. 

West Suffolk, the seat 
currently held by the 
Conservative MP Matthew 
Hancock, would continue 
without Newmarket and would 
be extended to include 
Pakenham, near Bury St 
Edmunds. 

South East Cambridgeshire, 
which is currently held by Jim 
Paice, would cease to exist and

would be replaced with the 
Newmarket and Ely con¬ 
stituency. 

Cllr James Waters, leader of 
Forest Heath District Council, 
described the proposal for 
West Suffolk as ‘wrong’. 

He said: “While I fully 
understand and accept the 
Government’s desire to reduce 
the number of MPs and to 
make the number of electors in 
each constituency more 
equitable, the proposal for 
West Suffolk is wrong. We have 
yet to study the detail of the 
proposals, but I have no doubt 
that Forest Heath District 
Council will be objecting, in 
the strongest possible terms, to 
the proposal to include 
Newmarket and Exning in the 
a new constituency called 
Newmarket and Ely.” 

But Cllr Tom Kerby, of East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council - who has been 
campaigning for Newmarket to 
be moved from Suffolk in to 
Cambridgeshire - welcomed 
the proposals as a step towards

County councillors met their 
counterparts at Forest Heath 
District Council and 
Newmarket Town Council, as 
well as representatives of the 
town’s horseracing industry, 
including William Gittus, 
managing director of Jockey 
Club Estates, on September 6. 

The meeting was part of the 
county council’s push to help it 
understand the county more 
and open up its decision¬ 
making to a greater number of 
people.

“Newmarket plays an 
important role in Suffolk’s 
economy, heritage and overall 
attraction to the rest of the 
country. 

“I know this as the county 
councillor representing the 
town but I’ve also seen it first 
hand as a member of the 
cabinet charged with creating 
more prosperity for Suffolk.”

Cost of fuel 
blamed for 
taxi fare rise 


TAXI fares are set to increase 
across Forest Heath from the end 
of next month due to rises in fuel 
prices and VAT. 

Proposals to add 20p to the start of every 
journey, as well as to increase the fee for 
every running mile thereafter by 5 per cent, 
are likely to come into effect across the 
district in October. 

It will take the starting rate for hackney 
carriages in Forest Heath up from £2.40 to 
£2.60 between 6am and 11pm as well as 
adding 20p on the other tariffs which cover 
the 11pm to 6am time bracket, public 
holidays and Sundays. 

A charge of £1.50 rather than £1 will be 
made for each additional passenger 
travelling in a multi-person vehicle which 
is already carrying four people. In addition, 
the price to carry each piece of luggage 
outside the passenger compartment will 
be doubled to 20p. 

Forest Heath District Council’s licensing 
committee met on Monday and approved 
the fares tariff subject to the calling period 
of five working days, during which time 
councillors can ask for it to be re-examined. 

Higher fares must then also be 
advertised before they can come into force. 
If no objections are received within a 
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fortnight of the advert being placed, the 
higher fares will come into force on 
October 25. 

The proposals were submitted by the 
Forest Heath Cab Owners’ Association, 
which wrote to the council following 
consultation with members of M&L Taxis 
and Couriers, Phoenix Taxis and the 
Newmarket Taxi Association in June. 

In the letter, Andy Moules, chairman of 
M and L Taxis and Couriers, which is based 
in Mildenhall, wrote: “Owing to the 
increase on fuel over the past 12 months 
and the increase on VAT at the beginning of 
the year we feel the above increases are 
justified; I would also like to make the 
committee aware that the flag rates [the 
initial figure shown at the start of a 
journey] have not been altered for at least 
seven years.” 

He added Forest Heath fares were 
lagging below the rest in East Anglia. He 
wrote: “Even with our proposed increases 
Forest Heath will still be below the average 
compared with the majority of East Anglia 
and we feel our proposed increases are fair 
to both the trade and customers.”

his goal and said he thought it would 
benefit Newmarket. 

He said: “This is a good step forward 
for me in terms of what they want to 
achieve, but this is only a Parliamentary 
boundary they want to move. 

“But for them to look at the 
Parliamentary boundary and want to 
bring Newmarket into Ely and East 
Cambridgeshire they are thinking along 
similar lines as me. It’s a good thing and 
it could be the first rung on the ladder.” 

Cllr Shirley Crickmere, a Newmarket 
town councillor representing All Saints, 
said she wanted to find out more, but 
had reservations because of the 
difficulties an MP would face having to 
straddle the systems of two counties. 

Matthew Hancock, MP for West 
Suffolk, said: “As everyone knows, since 
becoming MP, I have been a passionate 
advocate for Newmarket. Newmarket is 
part of Suffolk, and has been so for 
around 400 years. 

“I am consulting widely in Suffolk, 
with Newmarket Town Council, the 
district council, the county council, and 
constituents, before I put forward a 


formal response to the consultation, 
which runs for 12 weeks. 

“I would welcome anyone with strong 
views to let me know either by phone, 
letter, or on the comments section of my 
website.” 

The Boundary Commission for 
England was tasked with reviewing the 
constituency boundaries to reduce the 
number in England from 533 to 502 and 
standardise their electorates to within 5 
per cent of 76,641 in all bar two 
constituencies. 

The constituency of Bury St Edmunds 
is to be reduced by four wards, and 
Newmarket would be moved into the 
new constituency to compensate for the 
movement of Pakenham into West 
Suffolk.

SUFFOLK has seen a 25 
per cent rise in the 
number of televisions 
dumped as the digital 
switchover approaches.

A NEW course of birthing 
classes in Newmarket and 
Mildenhall is celebrating the 
arrival of its first baby.

MILDENHALL College of Technology 
is readying itself to bid for tens of 
millions of pounds to rebuild its 
school - potentially from scratch. 

The 950-pupil school is set to expand 
to anything up to 1,400 in September 
next year when Suffolk’s education 
system loses its tier of middle schools. 

It was hoping to receive money from 
the Government’s Building Schools for 
the Future scheme which was cancelled, 
but now the college is preparing to 
submit its bid for a share of £2.7 billion 
of Government money announced in 
luly to rebuild dilapidated buildings. 

The window to submit bids for the 
money is open between Monday, 
October 3 and Friday, October 14. 

The college’s first option, and the 
most favourable in terms of the cost, is 
to relocate to the current site of the 
Riverside Middle School. 

Susan Byles, headteacher of the 
college, estimated the task of adding to 
and using the shells of existing buildings 
would cost about £20 million. 

Alternatively, the school could be 
demolished and rebuilt it in its current 
position - which is likely to cost double 
that amount. 

Ms Byles said she expected it would 
take about two years to rebuild the 
school from the point they secure the 
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funding, adding that it was high time 
the school had a building to be proud 
of. 

She said: “I’m very pleased we have 
got the backing of our local MP, 
Matthew Hancock. I also know we have 
got the backing of our local councils, 
Mildenhall Parish Council and Forest 
Heath District Council. 

“They have all been very involved in 
the campaign so far to try to bring to the 
Government’s attention the need for 
this school to be rebuilt.” 

The original building was constructed 
in 1976 and was supposed to last only 15 
years. More than 30 years later it is 
showing its age and local authority- 
funded work on the roof is taking place. 

She said: “We have had a huge 
amount of problems in the past with 
leaking roofs and flooding.” 

Ms Byles said the building was taken 
care of and kept in good condition, but 
it was deteriorating. 

She added: “It’s nicely decorated 
inside and we have all the furniture and 
fittings they need for learning, but the 
actual fabric of the building is 
deteriorating significantly.”

Calls for bus 
service talks 


NEWMARKET Town 
Council has written to 
Stagecoach asking to visit 
the company for key talks 
over the town’s bus service. 

The council said it had been 
corresponding with Stagecoach 
since March - and while it had 
invited Andy Campbell, the 
company’s managing director for 
Cambridgeshire, to meet the 
council, a forum has yet to take 
place. 

Depending on the outcome of a 
visit, the town council hopes to 
organise meetings which also 
include representatives of 
Cambridgeshire and Suffolk 
county councils about the bus 
service, whose evening timetable 
was reduced and the Sunday 
service removed in the spring. 

The last bus now leaves 
Newmarket for Cambridge 
between Monday and Saturday at 
5.55pm and the last service from 
Cambridge arrives in Newmarket 
at just after 7.25pm, while the 
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final service from Ely to New¬ 
market arrives at 6.55pm and the 
last bus leaves for the return 
journey at 7.25pm. 

Peter Hulbert, a Newmarket 
town councillor and regular user 
of the buses, said the lack of 
buses during the evenings and on 
Sundays and bank holidays was a 
problem, adding it could stop 
people getting jobs in other 
places. 

Cllr Hulbert said: “The way 
employment is, you may see a job 
advertised in Cambridge but if 
you have not got a car to get 
there, how on earth are you going 
to get there and how on earth are 
you going to get home? Not 
everybody has got a car; it affects 
employment.” 

He said the current service left 
people aged between 13 and 17 
with little to do in the evenings. 
While people had the option of 


catching a train, he said, the 
station’s distance from the town 
leaves many walking a long way 
to their homes in the dark. 

Mr Campbell said he had been 
invited to a meeting on fuly 4, 
which he had not been able to 
attend because he was on 
holiday, adding he was unaware 
of any other invitations from the 
council. 

He said he had not yet received 
the letter from the council 
regarding a visit, but said he was 
always willing to have a meeting 
to discuss things. 

He said: “In April, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
withdrew subsidy for all evening 
and Sunday services, although I 
don’t think that affected 
Newmarket, and they also 
reduced the amount of 
reimbursement we get for 
carrying pensioners.” 

He said the services had been 
found not to be commercially 
viable without some form of 
subsidy.

Experts finding key 
to doggy disorders 


RESEARCH by the Animal 
Health Trust has helped 
establish whether more than 
11,000 dogs are carriers of 
genetic mutations associated 
with debilitating diseases. 

The Kennel Club Genetics Centre 
(KCGC) at the Animal Health Trust 
(AHT) in Kentford has revealed the 
progress it has made in helping owners 
iimit or even get rid of inherited disease 
from their breeds in its update report. 

Five genetic mutations associated 
with disease in 20 breeds of dog have 
been identified and the AHT has 
developed DNA tests to root out every 
single one. 

The DNA of more than 11,000 dogs 
across the world has been supplied to 
the AHT on cheek swabs and the 
scientists have been able to work out 
whether they are a carrier of the 
mutation or whether they are in the 


clear and can be bred. 

Cathryn Mellersh, head of canine 
genetics at the AHT, said: “The creation 
of the KCGC has been a huge step 
forward into inherited disease research 
in dogs. 

“The centre has helped to focus 
attention on this important area and 
without the support of the Kennel Club 
and all the various breed clubs and 
individual breeders, we wouldn’t have 
made so much progress.” 

The KCGC, which was founded in 
2009, is investigating epilepsy without a 
known cause in border collies and 
conditions causing sight loss in breeds 
including Siberian huskies and 
miniature schnauzers. 

It is not only individual dogs 
benefiting from the research, as whole 
dog populations can be evaluated for 
the risk of having an inherited disease 
through the development of estimated 
breeding values (EBVs), even if an 
individual has not been DNA-tested. 


Work on developing EBVs is underway 
on, for example, hip and elbow 
dysplasia, disorders resulting in joint 
malformation, in labrador retrievers. 

Caroline Kisko, communications 
director of the Kennel Club, said: “By 
committing £1.2 million to the Kennel 
Club Genetics Centre to investigate the 
mutations responsible for inherited 
diseases, the Kennel Club Charitable 
Trust has helped make big strides 
towards eradicating inherited diseases 
across a number of breeds. 

“The Genetics Centre is making 
excellent progress in helping to enable 
breeders to ensure that only healthy 
dogs are used in future breeding plans. 

“The funding given by the charitable 
trust is also helping scientists at the 
Genetics Centre to conduct research 
into developing wider breeding 
strategies to improve the general health 
of dogs and maintain genetic diversity in 
our pedigree breeds.”

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Villagers to 
have say on 
masterplan 

Consultation set to start 


A PUBLIC consultation on the 
creation of a Burwell masterplan 
is poised to start after the latest 
meeting of the working party. 

More than 70 people turned out for the 
first meeting in July, where fears a 
masterplan would mean unchecked 
development in the village were 
expressed - but the panel sought to 
reassure people the plan would leave 
Burwell's 20-year future in the hands of 
villagers. 

Points raised at the first meeting fed 
into the issues-stage questionnaire 
which will be released in the Burwell 
Bulletin, the village magazine, on 
Saturday 

Pat Kilbey, chairman of Burwell Parish 
Council and a member of the working 
party, said 40 people had attended the 
meeting on Thursday, September 8. She 
said: “Burwell is one of those villages 
where people care what happens.” 

The meeting’s main task was to review 
a draft of the questionnaire, which 
included questions on issues including 
the adequacy of primary school facilities, 
whether the number of shops should be 
increased and whether respondents 
agreed traffic congestion was a concern 
in Burwell because of commuters. 

She said some concern had been 
expressed that the phrasing of questions 
would encourage people to advocate a 
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lot more housing in the village, for 
example, but she said this was not the 
case. 

She said the public were able to give 
their views on the questions in the draft. 
She said: “We read it out to the public 
and if they did not think it sounded right 
we would change the wording.” 

Ms Kilbey added they had tried to 
make the process as transparent as 
possible. She said: “It was trying to be as 
open as it could be really; sometimes it's 
difficult to ask everybody’s opinion 
because everybody has got different 
opinions, but we tried to be as fair as we 
could be with it.” 

Manned and unmanned displays will 
be put up around the village and the 
forms can be filled in in the library. 

Respondents will have another chance 
to speak to council officers and members 
of the working party before the end of the 
consultation on Friday, September 30. 

The public will be consulted again in 
the coming months, with the plan itself 
set to be completed next year. 

The questionnaire, which can be filled 
out in whole or in part, is also set to be 
launched online at www.eastcambs.gov. 
uk/masterplans/burwell- masterplan.

A RUNNER plans to go the extra 
mile in memory of his cousin who 
died of leukaemia.

Tania Wilson, his 18-year-old 
cousin and a student at the former 
Newmarket Upper School, died in 
1997 after being diagnosed with the 
disease, and her school put up a 
plaque in her memory. 

Speaking of his cousin and her 
sister, Kelly Goodley-Wilson, now 30, 
he said: “They took care of me if we 
were together as a family because I 
was the younger cousin.” 

Jamie, of Manderston Road, 
Newmarket, said he remembered his 
cousin as being sociable. He said: 
“She was quite a lively person, 
outgoing, but she was still studying. I 
remember we still celebrated her 
18th birthday and it was not long 
after that that she passed away.” 

Her family, he said, were touched 
by the reason he was taking part in 
the event. He said: “I think it means 
quite a bit to them, especially her 
sister who was really close to her. It 
means a lot to them that I’m doing 
something in her memory.” 

Jamie said he chose to take part in 
the run for Children With Cancer UK 
to raise money to fight the disease, 
as well as raise awareness about it. 

Family and friends have piled in to 
help and he has already raised at 
least £500 for the charity, with plenty 
more pledges to be collected. 

Jamie, a teaching assistant at 
Linton Village College, said: “I was a 
bit worried at the start because we 
had to raise £350 to be able to do the 
race. I was worried I wouldn’t be able 
to do that, now I’ve got at least £500

Group heads 
out for High 
Street review 


MEMBERS of Newmarket Town 
Council’s High Street Regen¬ 
eration Committee are set to 
take it in shifts to review the 
town’s main street. 

The inaugural meeting of the 
committee at the Memorial Hall on 
Monday saw parties including 
representatives of the town council, the 
county council’s assistant highways 
manager, Forest Heath’s principal 
planner, residents, retailers, the Weekly 
News and the Newmarket Journal come 
together to discuss the priorities for 
improving Newmarket High Street. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, chairman of the 
committee, said: “What we are trying to 
do is to make a start, agree what’s wrong 
and agree the priorities.” 

Members of the committee created a 
list of what they hoped to improve or 
correct towards fulfilling the objective 
for the presentation of the town laid out 
in Newmarket’s vision, which is: “To 
present a clean, attractive and appealing 
town centre that will meet with the 
expectations of residents and visitors.” 

During the meeting, members 
highlighted issues including litter, 
cigarette butts in particular, the state of 
the litterbins - some of which have burn 
marks from cigarettes - the prominence 
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of the nightclubs and the overall 
appearance of the shop fronts. 

The committee decided to carry out 
an audit of the contents of the High 
Street and a survey of the impressions it 
gives at different times of day before the 
next meeting on Friday, September 23. 

It divided into groups of three and 
each team was allocated a time-slot to 
walk the length of the town and take 
everything in. 

Andy Yallop, chairman of the 
Newmarket Retailers’ Association, will 
step out on Friday at 8am with the 
Weekly News and Simon Batey, strategic 
tourism development officer at Forest 
Heath District Council for the early 
morning shift. 

Other groups will take to the street at 
lunchtime, during the afternoon and in 
the evening to conduct their audits. 

Cllr Peter Hulbert said it was early 
days, but he thought the meeting had 
gone well and everybody had things to 
say. 

He said: “It will be interesting to see 
how we proceed providing we 
accomplish something and provided we 
don’t just sit around the table and talk. 
Let’s see what we can do.”

Church group’s truly local 


A BURWELL church group is 
dedicating monthly sessions 
to pray for the residents of 
individual village streets. 

St Mary’s of Burwell’s Worship on 
Wednesday (WOW) Team has been 
holding the sessions for the last 
year and a half, covering between 
100 and 150 houses each time. 

At the start of the month the 
team, which has about 10 
members, gets together in one of 
Burwell’s pubs to decide which 
streets to pray for. 

The decision process had been 
quite relaxed until recently, when 
the dwindling number of roads yet 
to be prayed for forced the team to 
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start planning more carefully. 

Andrew Beardon, 39, leader of 
the WOW Team, said: “It’s got to the 
point where we have done two- 
thirds of the roads and we had to 
get a bit more organised about it 
and we sat down last month and 
got a highlighter pen and a map of 
Burwell.” 

Once they had finished all of the 
streets, he said, they would simply 
start again. 

The group drops a card through 
each letterbox telling the street’s

residents: “We will be praying for 
your road this month.” 

People can then get in touch with 
the WOW team to make specific 
requests for prayer during the 
session on the third Wednesday of 
each month, an invitation which 
about half a dozen people have 
taken up during the life of the 
project. 

But Mr Beardon said this was not 
its sole objective. He said: “It’s just 
making connections in the 
community, letting people know 


that we are here. It sounds quite 
grand saying we want to take 
church out into the community but 
that’s essentially what we want to 
do.” 

The WOW Team started out in 
the mid-2000s with cafe-style 
services intended to reach those 
who may not feel comfortable with 
traditional church services. They 
were popular, he said, but ended 
up attracting mainly regular 
church-goers. They were left with 
fewer people running it and had a 


rethink. 

The idea to divide prayers into 
particular streets came from the St 
Mary’s Sunday services but Mr 
Beardon said the WOW team’s 
decisions on which streets to 
choose were more planned. 

The group also hosts New to 
Burwell sessions for those who 
have just arrived in the village or 
who are looking to make friends.

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The hit musical Buddy is 22 years 
old - the same age as Buddy 
Holly when he died. More than 
50 years on from that fateful 
night in Iowa, Buddy's widow tells 
why her husband will always be 


with her. 


I MMORTALISED by Don 

McLean in his song American Pie 
as the day the music died, the date 
will forever be ingrained on the 
memory of Maria Elena, widow of 
Charles Hardin ‘Buddy’ Holly. 

Each year, she commemorates the 
passing of her husband, just 22 when 
he died, in the same way. 

“I pray for Buddy, like I do every 
night,” she begins. “I light a candle, I 
buy flowers, and stay home.” 

In June 1958, when the couple had 
been married less than six months, 
the small plane carrying Buddy, 17- 
year-old Ritchie Yalens, J.R ‘the Big 
Bopper’ Richardson, 28, and pilot 
Roger Peterson, 21, plummeted from 
the night sky into a frozen Iowa 
cornfield. 

Though the 50 years that have 
passed have dulled some of the pain, 
the shattering impact of the accident 
still remains with Maria Elena. 

“When Buddy died it was so 
sudden,” she reflects. “Those kinds of 
deaths are very, very difficult to deal 
with because you don’t have the 
chance to say goodbye.” 

The circumstances surrounding 
Buddy’s inclusion on the fateful 
Winter Dance Party Tour of 1959 


only add to the sense of tragedy. “I 
mean, he left home against my will 
-1 was pregnant,” says Maria 
Elena. “He said ‘It will be a short 
tour -1 just can’t continue without 
getting my own money to do what 
we’re planning to do’. We had plans 
to open record companies and our 
own publishing company and 
Buddy also wanted to develop new 
artists, even at that time.” 

Folklore has it that Maria Elena 
had a premonition about the crash 
before he left for the tour. 
“Absolutely, as a matter of fact we 
were both dreaming,” she confirms. 
“Buddy had a dream about leaving 
me on top of a building and I 
dreamt about a comet, this great 
ball of fire coming down.” 

Having discovered news of the 
crash on television, Maria Elena 
says she fell into a ‘catatonic state’, 
unable to digest what had happened. 
She miscarried soon after. 

It was in England on his 1958 
tour that the Buddy Holly legend 
first took off. “Buddy was more 
recognised in the UK than the 
United States,” she says. 

The trademark glasses came to 
represent everything Buddy stood 



for. Elvis he wasn’t, with an 
unconventional look and unique 
talent. This certainly made an 
impression on the Brits. 

Paul McCartney once said that 
at least the first 40 songs the 
Beatles wrote were Buddy Holly- 
influenced. “I would say that John 
Lennon and Buddy would’ve been 
the best of friends,” suggests 
Maria Elena. 

“I know Paul also loved and 
respected Buddy, but I think John 
and Buddy would’ve got together 
to do a duet.” 

Natural then that it was on the 
London stage that Buddy’s legend 
took on a new life with Buddy: 

The Buddy Holly Story, in 1989. 

A smash hit in the West End, on 


tour and around the world for the 
past 22 years, Buddy kick-started 
the craze for “jukebox musicals”. 

Over the years, many actors 
have had the task of filling 
Buddy’s shoes on stage, with 
Roger Rowley and Glen Joseph 
sharing duties on the current 
tour. 

Maria Elena says: “Each 
Buddy has done a tremendous 
job in the way they portray him 
- I’m sure Buddy would’ve 
approved.”

NOMADS on 
song for season 

Review: And a Nightingale Sang 
NOMADS, Kings Theatre, Newmarket 
September 12-17 

IT is a welcome start to a new season at 
The Kings Theatre Newmarket, this year 
for NOMADS presentation of CP Taylor’s 
classic, And a Nightingale Sang. 

Directed by Sandra King, who herself, 
has an perfect sense of timing and 
comedy, the play is set in a northern 
town from just before the start of the 
Second World War until D-Day, and 
follows the fortunes of the Stott family. It 
is a play firmly rooted in working class 
values, with a bittersweet touch of 
comedy and pathos. 

Stella Frangleton, as Helen, is the glue in 
a family whose dynamic is at risk of 
being splintered by Mr Hitler. Her 
portrayal of Helen is absolutely right albeit 
that Helen’s limp is a tad inconsistent. 
Despite her empathic nature and fortitude 
she is not immune to heartbreak as her 
dithering soldier lover Norman, played 
with sensitivity by newcomer Jacob 
Klimaszewski, confesses to a wife and 
child back in Liverpool. 

Helen is the plain Jane in comparison to 
her giddy sister Joyce (Rebecca 
Littlechild, excellent as the foil for her 
older sister). 

Kris Camden’s high octane performance 
as bumptious dad George is a marvel. 

His energy and his characterization are 
wonderful and with Kate Nolan, enjoyably 
frantic and equally vague, as mum Peggy 
they make a realistic and highly 
watchable set of parents. 

Richard Clarkson (Grandad) is a delight, 
his dryness and delivery squeezes every 
ounce of humour out of CP Taylor’s 
script. With James Rees, another new¬ 
comer to our stage, confidently playing 
the cocksure yet naive newlywed soldier 
Eric, every emotional and temperamental 
base is covered. 

The wonderful set by Wallace Wareham, 
the costumes by Sarah Willsher and the 
lighting, sound and music are utterly 
convincing and evocative of the period.

Don't let your 
harvest waste

K, so your truck is now 
buckling under the 
weight of your fattening 
courgettes, juicy tomatoes, 
plums, green beans, aubergines 
and peppers - and the chances 
are some of it will end up in the 
bin unless you're feeding a 
bunch of hungry vegetarians 
every night. 

However, don’t despair and don’t let 
your courgettes turn into marrows just 
because you don’t know what to do with 
them. A few recipe books may give you 
inspiration to make a job lot of 
ratatouille or other veggie delights which 
you can freeze and enjoy at a later date. 

As part of its Grow Yourself Healthy 
campaign, BBC Gardeners ’ World 
magazine is inviting people to reap the 
rewards of their labour during Harvest 
Week this week, with a list of 
suggestions on how to make the most of 
your crops on its website 
www.gardenersworld.com and in the 
September issue of the magazine. 

Suggestions include hosting your own 
harvest party with the help of a range of 
party menus on the website, which 
feature mouth-watering recipes to show 
off your home-grown crops. 

If you have an allotment, organise a 
swap shop where allotment holders can

bring their excess produce to swap for 
some of your harvest. 

However, if you are reluctant to part 
with the home-grown fruits of your 
labour, there are many ways to preserve 
it so you can be enjoying it well into the 
winter months. 

Tomatoes can be frozen to use in 
sauces, casseroles and other cooked 
dishes. Immerse them in boiling water, 
peel off the skins, let them cool and then 
store them in batches in freezer bags. 
Just remember, they will be soft when 
they are defrosted, so won’t be suitable 
for salads. 

Alternatively, make tomato chutneys 
using a mixture of vinegar, salt and 
sugar, with added spices. Apples, garlic 
and onions can also be used to add 
flavour to chutneys. 

Many vegetables can easily be frozen, 
by preparing and blanching them first 


(plunging in boiling water for a couple 
of minutes and then cooling them in iced 
water for a few minutes so they don't 
continue cooking), then transferring to 
freezer bags. Green beans, asparagus, 
sweetcorn, carrots, Brussels sprouts and 
courgettes can all be frozen in this way. 

Virtually every fruit can be frozen, but 
be warned that when it is defrosted it’s 
likely to be soggy and sitting in juice. 
However, its flavour will not be impaired 
and such fruits are ideally used in 
sauces, compotes, pies and tarts. 

You need to de-stone stone fruits 
before freezing, as the stone will give off 
an almond taint. Apples and plums can 
be sliced, tossed with lemon and sugar, 
then frozen. 

Don't store any apples ripening before 
the end of September, as few of these 
will keep for long. You're better off 
turning them into puree, juice or dried 
apple rings. The best keeping varieties 
hang on the trees through October and 
are only gathered when hard frost hits 
them. 

Prepare them for storage by placing 
them in a cool, airy place for a couple of 
days to sweat out any excess moisture. 
Put them out on a chilly evening without 
frost and then put them in storage first 
thing in the morning before they have 
warmed. 

Lay the apples in trays on a bed of 
crumpled or shredded newspaper in a 


frost-free, cool, dark place, such as a 
garage or shed. Pears can be stored in a 
similar environment but should not be 
wrapped. 

Other home produce requires dry 
storage, including potatoes, onions, 
garlic, pumpkins and winter cabbages. 
Potatoes should be left to dry off for 
several hours before storing in a wooden 
box in a dark, frost-free shed. They 
should keep until spring. 

Parsnips, cabbages, cauliflowers, 
beets and other roots keep fresh in the 
ground if covered in loose straw and 
plastic before everything freezes solid. 
Alternatively they can be kept in a cellar, 


or a dead chest-freezer in a shed, where 
the temperature and humidity are 
constant, and if the vegetables are put in 
when cold, they will stay fresh for 
months, although you would need to 
perforate part of the lid seal to allow 
ventilation. 

Onions, garlic and shallots keep easily 
for up to six months if they are well 
dried in a hot, airy place and then kept 
cool and dry, hanging in the roof of a 
dry shed or garage 

There’s no reason you shouldn’t enjoy 
the fruits of your labour well into the 
winter months.

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Insurance premiums 
face scrutiny after 
40% hike in a year 



THE consumer 

watchdog is to put 
motor insurance under 
the spotlight after 
drivers faced average 
premium increases of 
up to 40 per cent in a 
year. 

The Office of Fair Trading 
(OFT) has issued a “call for 
evidence” as it looks to 
establish if any competition or 
consumer issues need to be 
addressed to improve the 
motor insurance market. 

The role of price 
comparison sites will be 
examined by the OFT as it 
gathers evidence, and 
particular focus will be given 
to reports suggesting 
premiums are significantly 
higher in Northern Ireland 
than the rest of the UK. 

The “shoparound average” 
for annual comprehensive car 
insurance cover rose by 40.1 
per cent for the 12 months to 
March 31, according to the 
AA’s British insurance 
premium index. 


also called on insurance 
companies to overhaul their 
systems for calculating prices 
for young drivers after finding 
that a search for car insurance 
quotes for an average 17 year 
old driver revealed the cheap¬ 
est annual premium to be 
£7,091.38. The top price 
quoted was £9,700. 

This particular search - 
made on a popular price 
comparison site - was for the 
fictional ‘Tom Stevens’, with a 
date of birth of the 
03/03/1994. He has held a full 
licence for one month, and 
was requesting insurance on 
a 2007 1.1-litre Kia Picanto. 
He lives in the London 
Borough of Richmond-upon- 
Thames and claimed the car 
would be parked on the road. 
He has no previous claims or 
convictions and is in full-time 
education with a part-time 
job, and requested cover just 
for ‘social’ use. 

Once Tom had been driving 
for a year, his cheapest quote 
dropped to £2,528.55, on an 
otherwise like-for-like basis. 

IAM director of policy and 


research Neil Greig said: 
“Young drivers can only learn 
safer driving by practising it, 
but huge insurance premiums 
risk pricing them off the road. 
The challenge for the govern¬ 
ment, the insurance industry 
and road safety experts is how 
to balance the need for 
experience with the very real 
risk that young drivers pose to 
themselves and other road 
users. 

“When an insurance 


premium is matching univer¬ 
sity tuition fees, innovative 
thinking is needed to reward 
the safest young drivers or 
spread the cost in a more 
manageable way. 

“Many young people will 
need a car to get to work and 
there are serious implications 
to the economy of young 
people who are unable to 
afford to drive, and to road 
safety if drivers simply choose 
to forgo insurance.”

The OFT said the 
call for evidence 
represented a quick 
look into the 
market that may 
lead to a full 
inquiry if consumer 
or competition 
issues are found. 

It also has the 
power to refer the 
industry to the 
Financial Services 
Authority (FSA), but 
the OFT could look 
for voluntary action 
from insurance 
companies to 
assuage any 
concerns.

The provision of

Gosden is a 
Leger Marvel 
once again 



JOHN Gosden’s remarkable eye 
for a St Leger winner reached new 
heights when Masked Marvel gave 
the Newmarket trainer his fourth 
triumph in the world’s oldest 
Classic at Doncaster. 

A plan hatched two years ago 
resulted in Masked Marvel not only 
landing the Ladbrokes-sponsored 
prize but also coming home in a 
record time of 3min 0.44sec. 

A team of pacemakers for several 
of the fancied runners did their job 
in amazing fashion to ensure there 
was no hiding place in the wide 
expanse of Town Moor and made 
the extended mile and 
three-quarters a searching test. 

And it was last year’s successful 
team of Gosden and jockey William 
Buick who came out on top again, 
the 15-2 chance scoring by three 
lengths from the staying-on 
Brown Panther, with favourite Sea 
Moon a never-nearer third and 
Seville fourth. 

“Last year was a dream and this is 
another one. From the first day I 
saw him as a yearling at Deauville, I 
just thought he was that type,” 
said Gosden. 

“He was a powerful little guy then 
and he’s got a great pedigree for 
this job. 

“He has always looked like a Leger 
type. We ran him in the Derby, 
which is the best trial for the Leger, 
and he didn’t handle the track. 

“He has a high cruising speed and 
he has got that kick you need at 
the end. 

“I’d have been disappointed if he 
hadn’t been one or two.” 

Masked Marvel will stay in 
training next year. 


Ominously for his future rivals, 
connections feel he is not yet the 
finished article. 

Jeremy Brummitt, racing manager 
for his owner, Bjorn Nielsen, said: “I 
may be biased, but even in the 
Derby when he was eighth I felt the 
horse looked the most likely to 
make into the best four-year-old. 

“I haven’t discussed with John 
what we’re going to do next this 
year. Our main aim is to make sure 
the horse has his normal regime 
until John comes back from the 
Keeneland sales in America. 

“We perhaps wouldn’t be keen to 
tackle soft ground, although that 
would hopefully become less of a 
spectre as he gets older. 

“Next year everything is on the 
board. He’s always looked a big, 
scopey horse that could only 
improve with age. Another 12 
months on his back, and he may be 
capable of even greater things.” 

Masked Marvel is 9-4 favourite for 
the Qipco British Champions Long 
Distance Cup at Ascot on 
October 15. 

■ Excelebration is facing a clash 
with either Frankel or Goldikova 
following his long-awaited Group 
One victory in the Qatar Prix du 
Moulin at Longchamp. 

Frankel has been the obstacle in 
Excelebration’s path to serial glory, 
finishing second to Sir Henry Cecil’s 
brute in the Greenham Stakes and 
third in the St James’s Palace, with 
trainer Marco Botti wisely opting for 
other challenges in the interim, 
bagging the German 2000 Guineas 
and Hungerford Stakes. 

But the pair could meet yet again 
if connections agree to the Queen 


Elizabeth II Stakes on British 
Champions Day at Ascot in October, 
while a clash with Goldikova at the 
Breeders’ Cup meeting in November 
is another option. 

Coolmore recently purchased part 
of the colt, and he made a good start 
for them by seeing off Rio De La 
Plata by a length and a half. 

“I’m very pleased - it was a big 
concern when the ground went soft, 
but he has got away with it and has 
done it well,” said Botti. 

The new Irish connections will 
have a major say in Excelebration’s 
next target, with Botti continuing: 
“He has two options really - the 
Breeders’ Cup Mile or to go to Ascot. 
That’s up to the owners. 

“Frankel has beaten us twice, 
although maybe things didn’t pan 
out for us at Royal Ascot. But 
wherever he goes he will have to 
face good horses.” 

■ A crack at the Prix de l’Arc de 
Triomphe will be “seriously 
considered” for Snow Fairy if the 
ground is suitable at Longchamp on 
October 2. 

Although impressed by the 
winners of Sunday’s three Arc trials 
at the Paris track, Newmarket 
trainer Ed Dunlop would not be 
afraid to pitch his star filly into 
Europe’s premier middle-distance 
race - as long as he was satisfied 
with conditions. 

“You’d have to be impressed by all 
three winners of the Arc trials,” 
he said. 

“Obviously the ground was soft. I 
suppose the favourite Sarafina was 
the most impressive. Some people 
have mentioned that sometimes 
they (Arc trials) are inconclusive. 


“Horses that win the Arc trials 
don’t always go on to win the Arc. 
We are not running away as a result 
of them. 

“Her participation will come 
down to the ground, but I will be in 
discussion with Mrs (Cristina) 
Patino (owner). 

“If it was very soft we would put a 
line through it. If it came back to 
good, good to soft, it would be 
seriously considered.” 

■ Bronterre, an easy winner at 
Goodwood last weekend, is among a 
big list of possibles who could be 
chasing rich pickings for the 
Richard Hannon stable at 
Newmarket on Saturday. 


The son of Oasis Dream has won 
both of his starts in eyecatching 
fashion and is one of 20 Hannon 
entries in the £200,000 Tattersalls 
Millions Median Auction Trophy. 

Bronterre and Coupe De Ville, 
winner of the last three of his four 
outings, look to be the pick of the 
Hannon entourage eyeing a share of 
the big pot on offer in the seven- 
furlong contest.
